It  took  courage  and  faith  in  a  vision  and  a  product  to  start  this  project  and  to 
carry  it  through.  But  Val  Forgett  had  this  courage  and  faith  not  only  to  produce 
and  research  the  guns,  but  to  possess  the  technical  know-how  to  select  the  guns 
to  be  produced  and  then  to  actually  shoot  them  under  a  variety  of  conditions 
and  situations. 

In  1960,  Navy  Arms  Company  was  moved  from  Bogota,  New  Jersey  to 
larger  facilities  in  Ridgefield,  New  Jersey.  Today,  Navy  Arms  replicas  are  being 
made  by  dozens  of  manufacturers  and  are  supplied  not  only  to  Navy  Arms  Co 
but  also  to  other  companies  throughout  the  world.  This  led  to  the  production  of 
parts,  as  well  as  the  complete  guns,  for  companies  such  as  Colt,  Winchester  and 
other  well-known  names  in  the  arms  industry.  With  the  basic  knowledge  and 
know-how  taught  to  others  by  Mr.  Forgett,  other  countries  have  also  begun  pro¬ 
ducing  parts  for  replica  firearms. 

In  the  past  25  years,  Val  Forgett  has  made  over  100  trips  from  the  United 
States  to  Europe  to  work  on  a  variety  of  replica  manufacturing  projects.  As  a 
result,  companies  in  Belgium,  Italy,  Japan,  England,  Germany  and  the  United 
States  have  now  produced  more  revolvers  of  the  Confederate  type  than  the 
Confederate  States  of  America  did  throughout  the  Civil  War;  more  Zouave 
Rifles  and  percussion  Remingtons  than  Remington  ever  produced*  more 
Haipers  Ferry  flintlock  pistols  than  the  Harpers  Ferry  Arsenal  ever  made;  more 
Walker  Dragoons  and  Colt  Patersons  than  the  Colt  Paterson  factory  produced 
in  its  entire  history.  With  this  continuous  growth,  the  black  powder  firearms  in¬ 
dustry  will  shortly  have  produced  more  replicas  than  originals.  But  Val  Forgett’s 
interest  did  not  stop  with  muzzleloaders.  Early  frontier-era  cartridge  arms  also 
caught  his  attention!! 

“If  a  single  individual  can  be  credited  for  “reintroducing"  the  .44/40  to  today’s 
shooters,  that  must  be  Val  Forgett  of  Navy  Arms.  Beginning  in  1960  Forgett 
sought  the  services  of  Italian  gunmakers  and  eventually  had  made  good  solid 
^Winchester’s  Models  66  and  73  rifles  and  carbines,  and  Remington’s 
Model  1875  revolvers.  Soon  after  Forgett  reblazed  the  trail,  other  .44/40  guns 
began  to  appear— mostly  Italian  copies  of  the  Colt  Frontier  Six-Shooter.’’* 

In  the  early  1970’s  Mr.  Forgett  acquired  Replica  Arms,  which  manufactured 
American  Revolutionary  replicas,  of  Marietta,  Ohio  and  then  built  a  plant  in 
Union  City,  N.J.  At  this  plant,  he  is  now  manufacturing  the  British  Flintlock 
Dragoon  Pistol,  the  Colonial  Williamsburg  Sword  and  the  Brown  Bess  Musket— 
a!1  for  the  restoration  of  the  Governor’s  Palace  at  Colonial  Williamsburg,  Vir¬ 
ginia.  At  this  plant,  Navy  Arms  is  also  creating  a  series  of  limited  production 
replicas,  the  percussion  Morse  Rifles  and  Shotguns,  the  Navy  Arms  Hawkens 
the  Henry  Rifles  and  Carbines,  the  Remington  Rolling  Block  Rifles,  the  Greener 
Harpoon  Gun — only  to  name  a  few. 

In  1975  Mr.  Forgett  learned  that  the  World  Black  Powder  Shooting  Cham¬ 
pionships  using  muzzleloading  firearms  were  being  held  on  a  regular  basis  in 
Europe  and  discovered  to  his  amazement  that  American  shooters  were  not 
competing.  With  the  help  of  others  and  with  the  knowledge  that  the  United 
States  never  suffered  from  lack  of  excellent  marksmen,  as  has  been  proven 
over  and  over  throughout  its  history,  Mr.  Forgett  set  about  forming  a  United 
States  Team.  The  following  September,  17  men  and  women  flew  to  France  to 
compete  for  the  first  time  as  the  U.S.  International  Muzzleloading  Team, 
shooting  against  top  muzzleloading  marksmen  from  other  countries.  When  the 
results  were  tallied,  the  U.S.  Team  had  established  five  new  world  records  and 
had  wonthe  World  Musket  Cup  with  a  score  of  90  points  over  the  old  world 
record.  The  Team  has  gone  on  under  Mr.  Forgett’s  chairmanship  to  win  the 
world  championship  again  in  Zurich,  Switzerland  in  1977,  in  Madrid,  Spain  in 
1978  and  in  Quantico,  Virginia  in  1980.  (There  was  no  shoot  in  1979). 

On  April  4, 1 978,  Mr.  Forgett  was  knighted  by  the  Italian  Government  for  the 
founding  of  the  replica  arms  industry  in  the  Gardone  Valley. 

Mr.  Forgett  purchased  the  black  powder  division  of  the  Ithaca  Gun  Company 
and  is  now  making  the  well-received  Ithaca/Navy  Hawken  in  both  flint  and  per¬ 
cussion  in  .50  and  .54  calibers.  Classic  Arms  in  Palmer,  Mass,  was  purchased  by 
Mr.  Forgett  in  1977  and  has  since  been  relocated  to  Union  City,  New  Jersey. 

As  always,  Navy  Arms  continues  to  bring  shooters  something  new  and  ex- 
ahng.  Examples  are  the  Remington  Revolver  made  entirely  of  stainless  steel, 
introducing  an  improved  non-corrosive  percussion  cap,  introducing  the  first 
ack  powder  shotshell  and  .50-70  cartridge— and  now  a  rimfire  cartridge  for 
use  in  original  .41  caliber  derringers. 

Val  Forgett  was  the  first  to  mass  produce  replica  firearms,  the  first  to  offer 
quality  muzzleloaders  to  the  mass  market  and  continues  to  offer  a  truly  fine  and 
proven  line  of  sporting  and  hunting  rifles  and  pistols  for  the  target  shooter, 
hunter  and  collector.  Under  his  leadership  the  black  powder  muzzleloading  in¬ 
dustry  is  a  story  of  success  through  hard  work  and  diligence  striving  to  make  a 
dream  come  true.

Located  in  the 
pan  is  a  small  amount  of  fine  black  powder. 
When  the  sparks  from  the  flint  drop  into  the 
black  powder,  the  powder  ignites  and  a  spark 
flashes  through  a  small  hole  in  the  barrel,  thus 
igniting  the  main  charge.

The  Kentucky  Pistol  was  developed  later  than 
the  Kentucky  Rifle  in  the  late  1760’s  in  the  areas 
of  Eastern  Pennsylvania,  New  York,  New  Jersey 
and  Ohio.  Approximately  one  pistol  was  pro¬ 
duced  to  every  250  rifles.  It  was  used  as  a  protec¬ 
tive  weapon  by  frontiersmen  and  officers  of  the 
American  Army  during  the  Revolutionary 
period.  The  pistol  followed  closely  in  style  and 
mechanical  characteristics  to  its  contemporary 
rifle — slender,  small  caliber,  usually  stocked  to 
the  muzzle  and  fitted  with  brass  furniture.

PERCUSSION 


The  Percussion  Ignition  System. 

The  main  charge  is  muzzle  loaded.  The  hammer 
is  placed  in  the  half  cock  position  and  a  percus¬ 
sion  cap  (made  of  copper  and  containing  a  small 
quantity  of  priming  compound)  is  placed  on  the 
nipple.  The  nipple  has  a  flash  hole  bored  through 
it  leading  directly  to  the  main  charge.  With  the 
hammer  on  full  cock,  the  trigger  is  squeezed, 
causing  the  hammer  to  strike  the  cap  with  suf¬ 
ficient  force  to  detonate  the  priming  compound. 
A  flame  is  forced  through  the  flash  hole  on  the 
nipple,  subsequently  igniting  the  main  charge.
